MARKET  REVIEW 

On  Oct.   19  the  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  that  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  is  considering  (1)   a  determination  that  the  amount 
of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  consumers  in  the  continental 
United  States  for  calendar  year  1972  is  11.2  million  short  tons,  raw 
value;    (2)   the  establishment  of  annual  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and 
foreign  countries  totaling  that  amount  and  the  determination  and  allo- 
cation of  a  550,000  ton  deficit  in  the  quota  for  Puerto  Rico,   and  (3) 
the  authorization  of  charges  to  the  quotas  for  foreign  countries  of 
950,000  tons  of  raw  sugar  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  plus  the 
quantity  of  1972  quota  raw  sugar  imported  this  year  for  refining  and 
storage  under  bond.     The  press  release  accompanying  the  announcement  of 
these  actions  appears  herein  beginning  on  page  6  . 

Sales  of  sugar  by  all  primary  distributors  through  Oct.   16,  1971, 
totaled  8,960,000  short  tons,   raw  value,   according  to  preliminary  re- 
ports.    This  was  65,000  tons  less  than  reported  distribution  through 
the  same  date  last  year,  but  when  constructive  deliveries  of  161,000 
tons  at  year-end  1970  and  40,000  tons  at  year-end  1969  are  included  in 
the  year  of  actual  delivery,   physical  deliveries  in  1971  total  9,121,000 
tons,   or  56,000  tons  more  than  the  9,065,000  tons  physically  delivered 
through  Oct.   16,   last  year. 

Reported  deliveries  through  Oct.   16  this  year  total  about  80  per- 
cent of  the  consumption  requirements  established  for  the  year,  compared 
with  deliveries  of  78  percent  and  79  percent,   respectively,   of  the 
annual  requirements,   estimated  for  1970  and  1969. 

Cane  sugar  refiners  reported  distribution  of  6,192,000  tons  through 
Oct.   16,   1971.     This  was  172,000  tons  more  than  during  the  comparable 
period  of  1970,   and  382,000  tons  more  than  during  that  period  of  1969. 
Beet  processors'  deliveries  in  1971  were  reported  as  2,629,000  tons,  or 
209,000  tons  less  than  during  that  period  of  1970,  but  96,000  tons  more 
than  through  Oct.   16,  1969. 

Regionally,   January-August  1971  reported  deliveries  of  refined 
sugar  were  1.1  percent  less  than  reported  during  those  months  of  1970. 
Two  of  the  five  geographic  regions  reported  increased  deliveries  during 
the  1971  period  --  the  New  England  up  0.6  percent  and  the  mid-Atlantic 
up  0.2  percent. 

Individually,   deliveries  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1971  were 
larger  for  26  States  than  in  the  first  eight  months  of  1970,   and  smaller 
for  24.     In  six  of  these  States,   deliveries  of  sugar  in  the  1971  period 
v;ere  over  100,000  hundredweight  more  than  during  the  same  period  of  1970. 
Ohio  and  Florida  had  the  largest  reported  increases,   up  865,000  and 
304,000  hundredweight,   respectively,  while  there  were  nine  States  to 
which  deliveries  in  1971  were  down  more  than  100,000  hundredweight. 
Illinois  and  California  with  1,319,000  and  841,000  hundredweight  less 
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respectively,  had  the  largest  declines  reflecting  constructive  deliv- 
eries made  to  these  States  at  year-end  1970. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors 
on  Oct.   2,   1971  totaled  1,464,000  short  tons,   raw  value,   according  to 
preliminary  reports.     This  was  about  165,000  tons  less  than  a  month 
earlier  but  419,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  September  last  year. 
Beet  processors'   stocks  of  412,000  tons  were  down  235,000  tons  from 
the  end  of  last  month  but  88,000  tons  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Cane 
sugar  refiners'   inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  totaled  971,000 
tons,  up  117,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  and  up  292,000  from  the  end 
of  September  a  year  ago. 

Prospects  for  sugarbeet  production  improved  during  September, 
according  to  the  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board.     Based  on  conditions 
as  of  Oct.   1,   production  is  now  forecast  at  26.1  million  tons,   up  2 
percent  from  last  month,   about  the  same  as  last  year  but  6  percent 
below  the  1969  crop  production.     Yield  prospects  improved  in  most  major 
producing  States  and  favorable  weather  for  growth  and  development  of 
sugarbeets  continued  through  September. 

In  Minnesota,   North  Dakota  and  Nebraska  sugarbeets  benefited  from 
rain  and  near  normal  temperatures  during  September,  while  yield  pros- 
pects improved  in  Colorado,   Idaho  and  Washington.     Water  supplies  have 
been  adequate  in  all  irrigated  areas.     Harvesting  was  under  way  in  Ohio 
and  Michigan  by  Oct.   1,   started  two  weeks  earlier  than  normal  in  Wash- 
ington and  on  schedule  in  other  States.     Harvesting  is  active  in  the 
San  Joaquin  and  Sacramento  Valley  areas  of  California  although  sugar 
content  of  the  sugarbeets  is  reported  to  be  below  average.     Digging  has 
been  completed  in  the  Imperial  Valley. 

Prospects  for  1971  miainland  sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and 
seed  on  Oct.   1  were  down  nearly  7  percent  from  a  month  earlier  as  a 
result  of  Hurricane  Edith  which  moved  through  the  Louisiana  sugar  belt, 
damaging  virtually  all  of  the  State's  cane  acreage.     Harvesting  began 
about  mid-October  and  losses  will  probably  increase  because  of  lodging 
of  cane  as  a  result  of  the  storm. 

In  Florida,  weather  during  September  was  favorable  for  growth  and 
prospects  were  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier. 

The  crop  in  Hawaii  made  good  progress  during  September  as  soil 
moisture  was  adequate  despite  dry  weather  and  prospects  were  unchanged 
from  a  month  earlier.     Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  Oct. 
9,   1971  totaled  1,087,114  short  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with  1,042,876 
tons  produced  through  Oct.   10,  1970. 

During  the  period  under  review  no  new  announcements  of  changes  in 
the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  several 
geographic  regions  were  noted.     However,   several  interested  sellers  have 
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announced  that  their  current  price  quotations  are  on  a  day-to-day  basis 
from  Oct.   1  through  Nov.   13,   1971  and  that  there  will  be  no  price  com- 
mittments beyond  that  period  until  the  President's  Cost  of  Living 
Council  issues  further  wage/price  guidelines.

Actual  prices  may  differ  somewhat  from  the  quotations.     During  the 
period  of  the  price  freeze,   the  actual  price  that  may  be  charged  by  each 
seller  of  refined  sugar  can  be  no  higher  than  the  price  inclusive  of 
discounts  that  he  charged  on  a  substantial  portion  of  his  sales  during 
the  base  period  July  16  through  Aug.   14,  1971. 

The  U.   S.   average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  during  September  was  13.74  cents  per  pound  compared  with 
13.70  cents  during  August  and  13.16  cents  during  September  of  last  year. 

The  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar,   duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New 
York,   as  quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  8.57 
cents  per  pound  during  September,   down  from  8.66  cents  during  August  and 
up  from  8.16  cents  during  September  of  last  year.     During  the  first  nine 
months  of  1971  the  quotation  averaged  8.47  cents  per  pound  up  4.8  per- 
cent from  the  8.08  cents  per  pound  average  during  the  comparable  period 
of  1970,     During  the  period  Sept.   21  -  Oct. 26, the  quotation  has  remained 
steady  at  8.50  cents  per  pound  compared  with  an  average  of  8.15  cents 
during  the  same  period  of  last  year. 

The  spot  quotation  for  "World"  bulk  sugar  (No.   11  Contract)  f.o.b. 
and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,    including  Brazil,   as  quoted  on 
the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  3.99  cents  per  pound  in 
September,   down  from  4.37  cents  in  August  and  up  from  3.93  cents  in 
September  of  last  year.     For  the  January- September  1971  period  the  quo- 
tation averaged  4.44  cents  per  pound.     Trading  in  the  No.   11  Contract 
commenced  on  May  5,   1970,   and  averages  for  the  comparable  period  are  not 
available.     However,   the  quotation  for  the  No.   8  Contract  for  World  sugar 
(bagged),  which  was  generally  quoted  about   .07  cent  per  pound  higher  than 
for  bulk  sugar,    (primarily  because  of  the  costs  of  bags  and  bagging), 
averaged  3.63  cents  per  pound  during  the  January- September  1970  period. 
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The  strengthening  trend  in  the  World  sugar  price  quotation  which 
began  on  Sept.   22  has  continued  into  October,   rising  from  4.10  cents 
per  pound  on  Oct.   1  to  4.25  cents  on  Oct.   13.     From  Oct.   15-26  the 
quotation  has  been  steady  at  4.20  cents  per  pound. 

On  Oct.   7,   the  Executive  Committee  of  the  International  Sugar 
Organization,   acting  on  behalf  of  the  entire  Council,   announced  that 
the  five  percent  reduction  in  individual  basic  export  tonnages  from 
105  to  100  percent  announced  on  Oct.   1,  would  be  allowed  to  take  effect. 
At  the  same  time  the  Executive  Committee  decided  on  the  immediate  dis- 
tribution of  250,000  tons  of  the  declared  short  falls. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1972   SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

Secretary  Hardin  Boosts  1972-Crop  Mainland  Sugarcane  Acreage  By  13  Percent 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Clifford  M.  Hardin  on  Oct.   22,   1971,  an- 
nounced a  13  percent  increase  in  1972-crop  proportionate  shares  (farm 
acreage  allotments)   for  sugarcane  farms  in  the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area 
of  Florida  and  Louisiana.     This  is  the  third  consecutive  acreage  in- 
crease.    The  cumulative  effect  of  the  three  increases  is  to  establish 
1972-crop  acreage  at  a  level  45  percent  above  the  1969  crop  acreage. 

Shares  to  be  established  for  farms  will  total  240,306  acres  in 
Florida  and  365,916  acres  in  Louisiana,   as  compared  to  1971-crop  acreages 
of  205,988  and  330,061  respectively.     In  addition  10,000  acres  is  to  be 
added  to  Louisiana's  total  allocation  as  a  reserve  for  use  in  offsetting 
estimated  underplant ings  of  proportionate  share  acreage.     The  increase 
will  give  the  area  a  total  acreage  five  percent  above  the  record  acreage 
harvested  in  1964,   the  last  year  of  uncontrolled  production. 

Marketing  within  such  shares  is  one  of  the  conditions  that  producers 
must  meet  to  qualify  for  payments  under  the  Sugar  Act. 

Sugar  production  from  the  1970  crop  amounted  to  1,252,000  tons, 
about  56,000  tons  less  than  the  area's  1970  marketing  quota.     As  a  re- 
sult of  the  damage  to  the  Louisiana  crop  caused  by  Hurricane  "Edith"  on 
September  16,   it  is  estimated  that  production  from  the  1971  crop  will  ^ 
be  only  slightly  higher  than  1970-crop  production  and  about  equal  to  the 
area's  1971  marketing  opportunity.     Based  on  estimated  production  and 
the  300,000  ton  increase  in  the  area's  quota  provided  in  the  Sugar  Act 
Amendments  of  1971,    it  is  expected  that  the  effective  inventory  at  the 
beginning  of  1972  will  be  about  61  percent  of  that  year's  marketing 
quota  for  the  area.     (See  Oct.   22,   1971  Federal  Register) 
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iVDMINISTRATIVE  z\CTIONS  RELATING  TO  1972  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

Sugar  Requirements  for  19  72  Proposed: 

Trie  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Oct.   19  — announced 
taat  consideration  is  being  given  to: 

(1)  A  determination  that  the  amount  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  consumers  ir  the  continental  United  States  for  calendar 
year  19  72  is  11.2  million  sliort  tons,  raw  value; 

(2)  The  establishment  of  annual  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and 
foreign  countries  totaling  that  amount  and  the  determination  and  allocation 
of  a  550,000  ton  deficit  in  the  quota  for  Puerto  Rico,  and 

(3)  The  authorization  of  charges  to  the  quotas  for  foreign  countries 
of  950,000  tons  of  raw  sugar  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  plus 
the  quantity  of  1972  quota  raw  sugar  imported  this  year  for  refining 

and  storage  under  bond. 

All  applications  for  set-asides  of  quota  for  the  importation  of  raw 
sugar  from  foreign  countries  in  the  first  quarter  of  1972  received  on  or 
before  November  19,  1971  would  be  considered  by  giving  first  priority  to 
average  importation  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  three  years  1969  to  1971 
inclusive,  but  with  minimum  allocations  of  5,000  tons  to  countries  with 
average  first  quarter  importations  of  less  than  5,000  tons,  and  second 
priority  to  permitting  importations  from  countries  with  insufficient 
nistory  of  up  to  20  percent  of  their  annual  quotas  in  the  first  quarter. 
Any  remaining  sugar  to  be  allocated  against  such  applications  would  be 
prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  importations,   1969  through  1971. 

Fv.equiremen ts  for  1971  presently  are  established  at  11.2  million  tons 
after  having  been  established  initially  at  10.9  million  tons. 

Excerpts  from  the  substantive  portion  of  the  statement  of  Bases  and 
Considerations  contained  in  the  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  'taking,  which  is 
set  forth  in  form  and  language  appropriate  for  issuance  of  a  final  order, 
are  as  follows: 

"The  distribution  of  quota  sugar  in  the  United  States  during  the 
twelve  months  ended  August  31,  1971  amounted  to  11,220,000  short  tons, 
raw  value.  That  quantity  was  about  60,000  tons  more  than  the  quantity 
distributed  in  the  preceding  twelve  month  period. 

"Population  is  growing  at  an  annual  rate  of  about  1.1  percent. 
Accordingly  population  during  calendar  year  1972  should  be  about  1.45 
percent  greater  than  in  the  twelve  month  period  ended  August  31,  1971. 
At  a  constant  per  capita  rate,  distribution  in  19  72  might  be  expected  to 
approximate  11,390,000   tons.     It  should  be  noted,  however,   that  the 
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per  capita  rate  of  distribution  declined  very  slightly  during  the  base 
period . 

"The  cane  sugar  refining  industry  customarily  has  refining  losses 
of  about  65,000  tons  annually.     Therefore,  it  would  apnear  that  new 
quota  suoplies  of  11,450,000  could  have  the  effect  of  maintaining  refiners' 
inventories  of  quota  sugar  at  year  end  19  72  at  the  same  level  as  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

"At  this  time  it  is  impossible  to  accurately  estimate  such  inventories 
at  the  beginning  of  19  72  to  say  nothing  of  what  they  might  am.ount  to  at 
the  end  of  that  year.     A  number  of  considerations  could  affect  refiners' 
inventory  investment  policies  and  incidentally  those  of  the  manufacturers  of 
sugar  containing  products.     The  actual  variation  in  the  inventories  of 
quota  sugar  during  the  year  could  have  a  significant  effect  on  the  quantity 
of  quota  sugar  supplies  needed  during  19  72. 

"During  the  first  nine  months  of  1971,   the  domestic  price  of  raw 
sugar  fluctuated  from  a  low  of  8.29  cents  per  pound  as  an  average  for 
April  to  a  high  of  8.66  cents  per  pound  as  an  average  for  August.  The 
average  for  the  nine  month  period  was  8.47  cents  per  pound  or  4.8  percent 
more  than  the  8.08  cents  per  pound  average  for  the  first  nine  months  of 
19  70.     The  price  on  September  30  was  8.50  cents  per  pound,  or  97.1  percent 
of  the  price  referred  to  in  section  201  of  the  Act.     In  developing  this 
determination,   consideration  has  been  given  to  maintaining  prices  in  1972 
that  will  carry  out  the  price  objective  set  forth  in  section  201(b)   of  the 
Act . 

"In  consideration  of  these  matters,  it  is  determined  that  11.2  million 
short  tons,  raw  value,  is  the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  consumers  in  the  continental  United  States  and  to  attain  the 
price  objective  of  the  Act. 

"In  general,  sugar  production  in  countries  with  United  States  sugar 
quotas  is  heaviest  in  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  vzhile  consumption 
in  the  United  States  is  greatest  in  the  following  four  months  —  June 
through  September.     Because  of  storage  limitations,  many  producers  in 
foreign  countries  are  inclined  to  ship  in  large  quantities  of  raw  sugar 
during  the  production  season.     The  desire  to  minimize  carrying  costs, 
especially  at  this  time  when  interest  rates  are  high,  and  the  need  for 
operating  funds  during  the  production  season  have  a  similar  effect. 
Furthermore,   the  raw  sugar  produced  in  the  mainland  cane  area  is  marketed 
heavily  just  before  and  after  the  turn  of  the  year. 

"In  view  of  these  circumstances  and  to  relate  the  importation  of  raw 
sugar  to  the  needs  of  the  market  in  an  orderly  fashion,  it  is  hereby 
determined  that  the  importation  of  foreign  sugar  within  the  quotas  before 
April  1  will  be  limited  to  950,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  plus  the  quantity 
of  sugar  imported  this  year  for  refining  and  storage  under  bond  for 
charge  to  1972  quotas.'.' 
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The  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  is  scheduled  for  publication 
in  the  Federal  Register  of  October  22,  1971.     All  persons     are  afforded 
the  opportunity  to  submit  written  data,  views  and  arguments  on  or  before 
November  1,   19  71.     They  should  be  mailed  to  the  Director,  Sugar  Division, 
Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Washington,  D.C.,  20250.

Date  announced  Nature  of  action 

October  22,  Announced  ceiling  price  of  8.71  cents  per  pound, 

19  71  duty  paid  at  New  York  basis,   for  the  sale  of  raw 

sugar  through  Nov.   13,  1971. 

The  action  is  based  on  Presidential  Executive  order 
NO.   11627  and  the  Oct.  20  supplemental  price-freeze 
guidelines  for  sellers  of  raw  sugar  issued  by  the 
Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness.  Economic  Stabilization 
Circular  No.  21  directs  the  USDA  to  establish  a  ceiling 
price  for  raw  sugar  based  on  the  price  which  pre- 
vailed during  the  base  period  of  the  price-freeze 
(the  30  days  ending  Aug.  14). 

The  Department  has  determined  that  the  highest  price 
at  which  a  substantial  volume  of  transactions  (10 
percent  or  more  of  the  actual  transactions)  were  made 
during  the  base. period  was  8.71  cents  per  pound, New 
York  basis. 

October  18,  Announced  the  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable 

19  71  prices  for  the  1971  crop  of  Florida  sugarcane. 

The  determination  continues  the  provisions  of  the  1970 
crop  determination,  except  that  the  payment  to 
producers  for  sugarcane  may  be  based  on  the  average  price 
of  raw  sugar  actually  received  by  the  processor  if  he 
disposes  of  all  of  his  sugar  under  a  single  contract 
with  a  refiner  or  a  cooperative  sales  organization 
composed  of  processors;  the  molasses  payment  to  producers 
is  to  be  based  on  5.7  gallons  (rather  than  5.8  gallons) 
of  blackstrap  molasses  per  ton  of  sugarcane  to  reflect 
the  most  recent  5-year  average  recovery;  and  the  charge 
to  a  producer  by  the  processor  for  harves ting , loading , or 
transporting  the  produdacer's  sugarcane  from  the  field
